Let me commend John on the great digest he made from all of those comments. 
A fairly consistent image emerges from them, both pros and cons. I will 
only address responses to my own comments. 


At 03:33 PM 10/2/2000 -0400, you wrote:

>But overly complex, wanted to be all things to all people? 


Well, yes. FM was just getting started, and they wanted to get in on the 
market. also had to have some replacement for the S-27/36/36A, the origins 


of which are buried in the mid 1930s. I can't think of a single other 
contemporary communication set that spanned (seamlessly) both the broadcast 
band and the "new" FM band. One might ask, why would you want to? I can 
only think that they thought it was a good idea at the time. 


When properly rebuilt it is very hot, there is not too much problem with 
overload (though some harmonics from loud FM stations show up in the 
40-50 mHz areas). Note that the second RF stage only kicks in at higher 
frequencies.

Yes. Same congested bandswitch. There were minor circuit changes with the 
62A and 62B. The latter supported FM stereo (!) with an outboard mux 
adapter. I don't know if they went to Black Beauty caps in the later sets 
(as they did for the SX-100, etc) but if so they would require recapping 
even more than those with wax caps. 


> > WARNING--WARNING--Despite my obvious enthusiasm for these anchors, I 
> > have to be realistic about their restoration. It is nasty. 


>That's the whole key, whether the bypasses have been bad enuf for long enuf 
>to cook the bandswitch.

If you are planning on using the original power supply, you have an 
interesting problem; it wants 120 volts at 600-800 cycles, about 800 Watts. 
Also, there isn't enough room in there for 60 cycle transformers, and it 
would be sacrilege to cut it up.

Since the SX-62B had a provision for a multiplex adapter, I suppose 

we can follow that thread. It was the only communications receiver 

to have one to my knowledge. When stereo radio was first proposed 
(around '59) several stations tried simulcasts on AM (one channel) 

and FM). Quite a few tuners, receivers and consoles were made to 
accommodate this feature. The FM tuners of that time (about '59-'62) 
also had provisions for a FM multiplex adapter. FM stereo was coming, 
but the final design was not approved by the FCC yet. This happened 
around 1962. At that time most makers of FM Hi Fi equipment made 
multiplex adapters for their sets. Scott, Fisher, Knight and Eico 
made external units that matched the design of their tuners. They had 
gain, separation and in/out switches for the user to adjust.
